Phe Casuals ‘keeper, un- 
derstudy lasi seascn to Chris 
Swain (now with Wealdstcne), 
played unexpectedly at 
Wycombe. His ties with cricket 
were thought to keep him out of 
consideration far selection until 
the end of September. 


In the end however, 
Wenderers’ supperters were re- 
bling the match, Wycombe v. 
James. Without him. the visitors
